Gentlemen, — 


I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  my  annual  report  of  the 
sickness  and  mortality  of  the  parish  of  Staines,  for  the  year  1897. 

The  area  of  the  parish,  including  for  the  first  time  the  Billet 
Estate,  is  1905  acres  and  two  roods  of  land,  and  74  acres  of  water. 

The  population  is  estimated  at  8;S07,  including  495  in  the  Billet 
Estate  taken  this  vear. 

The  births  were  89  boys  ;  88  girls  -  177. 

The  birth  rate  is  30  4  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

4  he  deaths  were  64,  including  4  Staines  parishioners  dying  in 
the  Workhouse  in  the  parish  of  Stan  well. 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  is  11  02. 

Amongst  the  causes  of  death  there  occurred  the  following,  viz.  : 
Phthisis  3  ;  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia,  4  ;  Heart  Diseases  and 
failure  of  action  of,  9  ;  Cancer,  4  ;  Old  Age,  5  ;  Apoplexy,  4  ; 
Brights  Disease,  4  ;  Diarrhoea,  6  ;  Accidents,  2. 


The  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  25,  viz.  ;  Scarlet 
Fever,  J2  ;  Enteric  Fever,  5;  Erysipelas,  7;  Diphtheria,  1.  There 
were  no  deaths  from  these  zymotic  diseases.

The  nuisances  inspected  and  abated  were  87.  In  1896  tliere 
were  125. 

The  causes  were  principally  overflowing  sink  drains,  often 
connected  with  full  cesspools,  17  ;  Cesspools  full,  24  ;  Privies  full,  13  ; 
Bed  rooms,  staircases,  &c.,  disinfected,  stripped,  lime  whited  and 
re-papered  7  ;  Water  supplies  contaminated,  wells  closed  and  Company’s 
supply  laid  on,  6  ;  1  tube  well,  new. 

Insanitary  ditch,  accumulations  of  offal,  manure  &c.,  3  ;  Insanitary 
water  closets,  3  ;  Want  of  proper  closet  accomodation,  1 ;  Over-crowding, 

n&c. 

We  may  hope  that  many  of  these  conditions  will  not  recur  when 
houses  are  more  fully  connected  with  the  sewers,  which  seem  working- 
in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

In  January  we  had  a  continuation  of  the  flood  of  December  1896> 
reaching  to  2  feet  inches  on  the  11th  and  13th  of  the  month.  In 
February  also  it  rose  to  4  feet  44  inches  on  the  9th. 

I  may  remind  the  Council  that  there  is  no  Hospital  for  the 
Isolation  and  Treatment  of  any  infectious  diseases.
